Police to probe disabled 
parking in Cowbridge 


POLICE have 
promised to investi¬ 
gate abuses of the 
disabled parking 
bays and bus stops 
in Cowbridge. 

Coun Sue Cox told 
members of Cowbridge 
and Llanblethian town 
council that there were 
problems with the bay 
outside Tesco’s in High 
Street. 

“This bay is consis¬ 
tently being taken up by 
motorists who are not 
disabled badge holders 
and who have popped 
into Tesco’s to shop. 
People who are disabled 
are finding that they 
have nowhere to park. 
Can something be done 
to stop this?” she said. 

Insp Mark Taylor, 
who is in charge of 
policing in the sector, 


said that this was a ques¬ 
tion of enforcing the 
parking regulations. 

He said he would be 
requesting that a traffic 
warden be sent from 
Barry to tackle the prob¬ 
lem, and he would also 
remind officers based in 
the town to check on the 
problem. 

Coun Cox said the 
problem was at its worst 
when people were com¬ 
ing home from work at 
tea time. 

Coun Gwen Baty also 
asked him to enforce the 
parking ban at bus stops. 
“Buses are having to 
stop in the road because 
they cannot pull into the 
bus stops. There are cars 
and vans blocking them, 
with the result that pas¬ 
sengers are having to 
dismount in the road, 
instead of onto the pave¬ 


ment, which could be 
dangerous.” 

She said that bus drivers 
have no option but to 
stop in the road: “This is 
happening all the time 
on both sides of the 
road. Drivers are pulling 
in to go to the chip shop 
or Gregg’s and they 
sometimes stay in the 
bus stop while they eat 
their food, often remain¬ 
ing as long as 15 min¬ 
utes. 

“As a bus passenger, I 
have seen this happening 
when I am waiting for 
buses. I would like the 
police to enforce the law 
and move these drivers 
on.” 

Insp Taylor said that 
he would instruct his 
officers to enforce these 
rules and start issuing 
parking tickets to 
motorists who offend.

‘A hard act to follow’ 

Vale MP John Smith 
is to stand down 


JOHN SMITH, the 
Vale’s MP, is to 
stand down at the 
next general elec¬ 
tion - more than 20 
years after he was 
first returned to 
Parliament by local 
voters. 

In a statement, Mr 
Smith said that the deci¬ 
sion has been forced on 
him due to ill health. 

Mr Smith told The 
GEM: “I will be 60 in 
the first year of the next 
Parliament and I have 
recently experienced 
health problems. 

“I have been in poli¬ 
tics for nearly 40 years 
and the greatest honour 
has been to represent at 
Westminster the area 
where I was born and 
brought up. 

“It does not get better 
than that, and I sincerely 
thank the people of the 
Vale of Glamorgan for 
repeatedly returning me 
to Parliament. 

“I will step down at 
the next election. Until 
then, I will work hard to 
deliver the Defence 
Technical College (DTC) 
on target and continue to 
represent all the people 
of the Vale to the best of 
my ability. 

“After that, I have 
decided to catch up on 
time with my family, 
focus on my health and 
look ahead to new chal¬ 
lenges.” 

The Vale Constituency 
Labour Party will now 
begin the process of 
selecting a new candidate 
to contest the seat, a key 
marginal which Mr Smith 
won in 2005, with 1,808 
more votes than his near¬ 
est challenger, Alun 
Cairns of the 
Conservatives. 

Mr Cairns was quick 
to pay tribute to his for¬ 
mer political opponent: 

“I am very sorry to hear 
about John Smith's ill- 
health, and wish him a 
long and happy retire¬ 
ment. 

“Although I have dis¬ 
agreed with him on a sig¬ 
nificant number of issues, 
he has always cam¬ 
paigned tirelessly for 
what he believed in.” 

Mr Smith, the grand¬ 
son of a founder member 
of the Labour Party in 
Wales and son of local 
boxing legend John 
‘Jimmy’ Smith, was first 
elected to represent the 
Vale in 1989. 

In 1992, he lost the 
seat by just 19 votes to 
Walter Sweeney, but 
proved to be the 
‘Comeback Kid’ by 
regaining the seat in the

Mr Smith developed a 
reputation as a deter¬ 
mined campaigner on 
issues such as the safety 
of air travellers suffering 
from deep vein thrombo¬ 
sis (DVT), road safety, 
and what he will regard 
as his legacy to the Vale, 
the £12 billion Defence 
Technical College 
(DTC). 

In recent years, Mr 
Smith did not always 
endear himself to Friends 
of the Earth, for his 
enthusiastic stance on the 
DTC, or recently those in 
favour of the Gurkhas’ 
rights to settle in Britain, 
although he pledged at 
the time: “I can assure 
your readers that I will 
continue to do all I can to 
bring about a fair out¬ 
come for the Gurkhas, 
whether or not this 
remains a popular cause.” 

Amid the furore over 
MPs expenses it should 
be noted that, in general, 
Mr Smith has been a low 
claimer of parliamentary 
expenses. 

According to the they- 
workforyou.com website, 
which gives a breakdown 
of Westminster claims, in 
2003/04 he ranked 589th 
out of 658 MPs with 
£101,433; in 2004/05, he 
was 464th out of 659 
MPs with £116,843; in 
2005/06 he claimed less, 
£115,670 (no ranking 
available for that year); 
in 2006/07 he was 565th 
out of 646 MPs with 
£118,496; in 2007/08 he 
was 296th out of 646 
MPs, a jump caused by 
the use of the ‘communi¬ 
cations allowance’ - a 
sum available to sitting 
MPs which they can 
spend on keeping con¬ 
stituents informed about 
their MP’s activities. 

When The GEM invit¬ 
ed him to comment on 
the controversy over 
MPs’ expenses last week, 
his spokesman said: “Mr 
Smith believes in full 
transparency and that’s 
why the details of his 
expenses will be pub¬ 
lished as soon as is prac¬ 


ticable. He does not own 
a second home in 
London, has never 
claimed for luxury goods 
and has never profited by 
one penny from his 
expenses claims. 

“However, he is 
extremely depressed by 
what is going on and the 
way in which Parliament 
has been brought into 
disrepute by the actions 
of some people.” 

Local Labour Party 
members, who attended a 
meeting with Mr Smith 
last Friday, greeted news 
that he was standing 
down with sadness and 
regret. 

The local chairman, 
Coun Stuart Egan, said: 
“We are saddened by this 
news but fully respect 
and understand John’s 
decision. 

“Since he was first 
elected as our MP 20 
years ago, John has been 
a great champion of the 
Vale. 

“Representing the area 
where he was bom and 
brought up has never 
been a ‘job’ but a labour 
of love for him.” 

Constituency secre¬ 
tary, Coun Chris Elmore, 
said: “Whether it’s the 
many constituents whose 
problems he helped 
resolve, or the thousands 
of jobs for local people 
that will be created by 
the DTC at St Athan - 
which he delivered, 

John’s hard work has 
made a real difference to 
the lives of people in the 
Vale. 

“We would like sin¬ 
cerely to wish John and 
his family the very best 
for the future. 

“We will now select a 
new Labour candidate 
who will continue to 
build on John’s excellent 
record here in the Vale”. 

His Labour Party col¬ 
league, Jane Hutt AM, 
added: “John has always 
put service to the people 
of the Vale first and will 
be a great loss to our 
constituents. 

“He has also made an 
outstanding contribution 
as an MP by his champi¬ 
oning of causes such as 
the DVT long haul flights 
campaign, resulting in 
worldwide change, for 
which he has been rightly 
honoured. 

“I have valued and 
will miss his friendship, 
support and advice as a 
political colleague and 
ally over the past 10 
years. 

“He will be a hard act 
to follow and I wish him 
every happiness in his 
well-deserved retire¬ 
ment.”

defence academy at 
St Athan; the 
majority of which

Metrix have suddenly 
moved the goalposts.

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COUNCIL APOLOGISES FOR STAIRLIFT DELAY 

Cowbridge woman is 
‘trapped’ in hospital bed 

A 55-YEAR-OLD Cowbridge woman 
with Downs Syndrome has been ‘trapped’ 
in a bed at the Princess of Wales hospital 
in Bridgend because of delays in getting a 
stairlift fitted at her home. 

It was last July when social workers decided that 
a stairlift should be fitted to Quarry Cottage in 
Cardiff Road where Sally Brown lives with two 
other women with learning difficulties. She has been 
there for 11 years, and the ladies are looked after by 
a team of carers. 

In July, Sally had a fall and it was then decided 
that she should not go upstairs to the bathroom or her 
bedroom until a stairlift was installed. 

Her sister Veronica Bevan, of St Mary Church, 
said that while meetings were held, nothing was 
actually done. 

After two months, they started letting her go 
upstairs again. 

Unfortunately, in March, Sally fell again and 
broke a bone in her leg. She has been in hospital ever 
since - unable to return home until the work on the 
cottage was done. 

“They have not started it or even applied for the 
funding from the Welsh Assembly to pay for it,” said 
Mrs Bevan. 

“Sally is bed-blocking, but worse than that, she is 
suffering from the early stages of dementia and is 
losing ground so fast it is frightening. 

“She is just left in a hospital bed with no stimula¬ 
tion - the staff simply do not have the time to give 
her much attention. She should not be in hospital at 
all - she was ready to come home weeks ago. She 
has been left in limbo.” 

Veronica said that Sally had always loved living at 
Quarry Cottage. 

“They have a fantastic social life - they are taken 
into Cowbridge to shop and have lunch and she is 
very happy. Now, she’s withdrawing into herself and 
her dementia is getting much worse.” 

Veronica is angry that bureaucratic delays have 
resulted in this happening. 

“If they had acted last July and installed the stair¬ 
lift, she would not have fallen because it happened 
on the stairs. She would never have had to go into 
hospital.” 

Quarry Cottage is owned by the Newydd Housing 
Association who provide the premises on behalf of 
Vale Social Services. A third agency - Lifeways 
Care - actually provide the carers. 

Mrs Bevan said that Vale Social Services should 
have been more pro-active in pushing forward the 
installation of the stair lift. 

“Sally has now been given a new social worker 
and she is pressing hard for things to happen, but we 
are so angry and distressed about these delays. They 
are unacceptable. This is my sister’s life and her 
capacity to do things that we are talking about. 

“I fear that she may never get back to where she 
was because of the deterioration in her condition. I 
now estimate that her mental age has regressed to 
three.” 

Veronica said that there had been no sense of 
urgency at all with the way in which her sister’s case 
had been handled. 

Mrs Bevan said that she had nothing but praise for 
the carers at Quarry Cottage. 

“They are amazing and wonderful,” she said. 

Defibrillators: Cowbridge is 
set for a public first in Wales 

with the knowledge to 
use it.” 

Coun David Morris, 
retiring mayor, said he 
was delighted to receive 
the defibrillator from 
the Mayor of Llantwit, 
Coun Molly Lane at a 
ceremony in Llantwit. 

“It was given to the 
council on behalf of the 
town. They raised 
enough money to buy 
one and then the British 
Heart Foundation match 
funded it so that a sec¬ 
ond could be pur¬ 
chased.” 

“The five First 
Responders in the area, 
plus our GPs, will be 
able to access them. 
Only people who know 
what they are doing will 
be permitted to use 
them,” Coun Banks 
reiterated.

Coun Andy Banks 
told members of the 
town council that the 
training of volunteers in 
the use of these items 
was going well and was 
being carried out by the 



First Responders. 

He said that there 
would be two new 
defibrillators placed in 
the town - including 
one that was donated by 
the Mayor of Llantwit 
Major’s appeal. 

They would be 
placed in two climate- 
controlled cabinets 
accessed by key codes, 
which only trained peo¬ 
ple would know. 

The funding for the 
two boxes is coming 
from the Chamber of 
Trade and the Rotary 
Club. 

“We hope that they 
will both be in place 
within three months. 
Cowbridge is on track 
to be the first town in 
Wales with public 
access to a defibrillator 
- but only to people

“Sally is looked after so well when she is there. We 
want her back as quickly as possible. 

“The carers had been warning that there was an 
accident waiting to happen and they were right.” 

The GEM approached Vale Social Services and 
we have had a statement from Glen John, Vale 
Council team manager, for community care and 
health. 

He said: “We recognise that there was an unfortu¬ 
nate delay in installing a stairlift in Sally’s home and 
the council has apologised to Sally and her family 
for this delay.” 

He said that the causes of the delay were “com¬ 
plicated” and there had been difficulties with the 
procedures and communication between the organi¬ 
sations involved. 

“These operational difficulties led to a delay in 
making arrangements for the preparatory work for 
the installation of the stairlift to be carried out at the 
property.” 

Mr John said that the council has now been in dis¬ 
cussion with the care agency and the housing associ¬ 
ation to ensure that these delays are overcome and 
that the necessary work is carried out as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

He said that the relevant team managers in Social 
Services have given this matter a high priority. 

He went on: “Vale of Glamorgan staff will close¬ 
ly scrutinise the communication between all parties 
to ensure there are no further unnecessary delays in 
this process, and to return Sally to her accommoda¬ 
tion in Quarry Cottage as soon as possible.” 

Sally’s sister said she has now been told that Sally 
will be leaving hospital next week and will be cared 
for at Quarry Cottage, even though the stairlift will 
not be installed for some weeks. 

“We were asking for her to go back there, but they 
said initially she would have to go into a temporary 
placement elsewhere. 

“I understand that the stairlift will be installed 
ahead of any funding being granted by the Welsh 
Assembly, but I am still angry that it has taken them 
11 months from last July to organise something as 
simple as installing a stairlift.” 


Cost of exploring Cardiff 
Airport access road options 
now stands at £2.2million 


A REGIONAL Assembly Member said he 
is shocked by the £2.2million cost of 
exploring Cardiff Airport access road 
options - and claims Ministers might pull 
the plug on the project. 

Alun Cairns AM told The GEM: “In answer to an 
Assembly question, Ieuan Wyn Jones, the Minister 
for Economy and Transport, admitted that the 
Assembly Government had spent £1.9million on 
consultants and feasibility studies for the airport 
access road and a further £369,000 on the failed 
attempt to trunk the A48.” 

Mr Cairns said a day later he called on the gov¬ 
ernment to make a statement on what would happen 
and was told by Carwyn Jones AM that “the Deputy 
First Minister will make a decision, as soon as pos¬ 
sible, as to which, if any, transport developments 
will be taken forward.” 

Mr Cairns claimed a particular phrase in the 
response could be a signal the government was shift¬ 
ing its position. 

He said: “ I was shocked by the amount the gov¬ 
ernment had spent on consultancy fees for the access 
road - £2.2million is a lot of money to spend on a 
project that they appear to be pulling back from. 

“When I asked the government for a statement, I 
was told that the Minister would make a statement as 
soon as possible as to which, ‘if any’, transport 
developments would be taken forward. 

“The ‘if any’ answer was a significant move 
away from their previous position and placed doubt 
on their plans. 

“There are huge numbers of people whose com¬ 
munities and properties are being blighted by the 
uncertainty. 

“He needs to make clear his plans and state his 
preferred route. If he doesn’t state his preferred 
route, these communities will always have a ques¬ 
tion mark hanging over them. 

“They have spent millions and disrupted people’s 
lives and now they are not even sure if the access 
road will go ahead.

“This indecision and delay is unfair to those who 
will be affected by the access road. Further uncer¬ 
tainty will not please anyone.” 

Suzanne and John Campbell, who have helped to 
spearhead a campaign by Wenvoe residents to pre¬ 
vent a dual carriageway being constructed through 
the village, said if the project was dropped they 
would want an assurance it wasn’t a temporary stay 
of execution. 

Mrs Campbell told The GEM: “If the idea of 
dualling the road through Wenvoe is dropped, there 
would be an immediate sense of relief. 

“But there would be a worry that things were 
unresolved and it could come back. 

“We don’t want the Sword of Damocles hanging 
over us, we want our village given back to us per¬ 
manently.” 

Mrs Campbell said if the upgraded road went 
ahead, it would lead to compulsory purchase orders 
for people who have lived in Wenvoe for decades, 
along with excessive noise and extra pollution which 
would have to be endured, not just by the village, but 
by the local junior school as well. 

A total of 790 people in Wenvoe has backed the 
petition against using the Port Road as an upgraded 
route to Cardiff Airport. 

Peter Fox, on behalf of another Vale campaigning 
group, No Ely Valley Airport Road, said if the gov¬ 
ernment did drop the plans, it would vindicate their 
argument 

He said: “There have been huge concerns about 
the consultation, and if the government decides it no 
longer needs the road, it shows our actions have been 
justified. 

“There is no requirement for an airport access 
road - even the Assembly’s consultants found that 
congestion at Culverhouse Cross was not caused by 
airport traffic,” he insisted. 


mayor’s Celtic connection 


Deputy 

THE new deputy 
mayor of 

Cowbridge is Coun 
Len Taylor, who 
moved to the area 
in 1980 when he 
took up a post as an 
engineer with the 
Welsh Office. 

Mr Taylor and his 
wife Sherry, who was 
Scottish, initially lived 
in Bonvilston, but found 
that all their shopping 
and socialising was in 
Cowbridge so they 
moved there in 1995. 

“I liked the town very 
much from the first. We 
decided within a couple 
of years of arriving that 
we would put our roots 
down in the Vale,” he 
commented. 

Mr Taylor comes 
originally from London 
but moved to Wales 
when he was appointed 
chief engineer and head 
of water and environ¬ 
mental protection. 

He retired in 1997 and 
travelled all over Wales: 
“We were very happy to 
live here, although we 
had no connections with 
Wales before. My wife 
found that there were 
Celtic connections.” 

The couple had two 
daughters who were 
grown up when the cou¬ 
ple came to Wales, 
although they have 
always visited. 

Mr and Mrs Taylor 
were both staunch 
Methodists and attended 
the church in Porthkerry 
Road in Barry. 

Sadly, Mrs Taylor 
died a year ago and 
Coun Taylor has also 
lost his elder daughter. 
Her two children now 
live in Rome with their 


Italian father. 

His younger daughter 
lives in Cambridge and 
has two sons - aged 12 
and 22. 

Mr Taylor and his 
wife were both active 
within Cowbridge. Mrs 
Taylor was president of 
the WI and was also in 
the floral society. 

He has always been in 
Rotary and has served as 


president of the local 
branch. He is also a 
founder chairman of the 
Vale Probus Club and is 
a member of the Welsh 
Livery Guild. 

Mr Taylor has placed 
a clock in Old Hall in 
memory of his wife. 

“She went there a lot, 
attending various cours¬ 
es. I felt it was appropri¬ 
ate,” he explained.

Vale councillor 
claims victory on 
use of sunbeds 

VALE councillor, Rob Curtis, has wel¬ 
comed a Vale Council u-turn after calling 
for a ban on all council-run sunbeds. 

In a report, which was requested by Coun Curtis, 
to the council’s economy and environment scrutiny 
committee held yesterday (May 27), officers have 
recommended that “The council withdraws all 
sunbeds from its leisure centres.” 

Coun Curtis commented: “I welcome the coun¬ 
cil’s u-turn on this issue. This is a small but vital vic¬ 
tory for common sense. 

“Just a few weeks ago, the council was refusing to 
withdraw its sunbeds, using the argument of individ¬ 
ual choice, but I really suspect that the £15,000 prof¬ 
it they were making from them had something to do 
with their reluctance. 

“Damage from UV builds up over time. Every 
time young people use a sunbed they are harming 
their skin and increasing their risk of cancer. 

“Out of the 22 Welsh councils, 18 have decided to 
withdraw the sunbed service from its leisure centres. 
It is a disgrace that the Tory-controlled Vale Council 
have taken so long to wake up to the danger that 
sunbed use poses to leisure centre users.”

mystery. 

Steve and Gill Ryan 
captured the image of 
the two bright round 
lights on Cardiff Road 
on a Samsung mobile 
phone. 

It can be viewed by 
going to U-Tube and 
searching for ‘Barry 
UFO’. 

A number of people 
have been in touch with 
The GEM with their the¬ 
ories, which include 
flares, lanterns, or the 
landing lights of an air¬ 
craft. 

Gill said: “We’re not 
convinced that what we 
saw was any of those 
things. 

“The way they move 
and the fact that at one 
stage the light goes out 
and then comes back on 
doesn’t seem to fit the 
idea of flares or 
lanterns. 

“If it had been the 
landing lights of an air¬ 
craft, we would have 
expected to have heard 


something and the lights 
to have moved more.” 

Two particular things 
make the two minute- 
five second video an 
intriguing film: the 
lights hover in the air 
and disappear only to 
reappear seconds later in 
an entirely different 
position in the sky, and 
one of the orbs shoots 
out what appears to be 
three black objects. 

Gill said: “Friends 
and neighbours have 


looked at it and no-one 
seems to have an expla¬ 
nation yet. 

“People are obviously 
passing on news of the 
video to friends in 
Barry, because there are 
more than 2,000 hits on 
the site.” 

The video is very 
similar to a ‘UFO sight¬ 
ing’ in east Yorkshire 
which is on U-Tube, but 
so far it does not seem 
that the mystery is any 
closer to being solved!

develops. 

The recent ‘Response 
to the Recession’ event 
organised by Barry 
College’s Vale training 
partners (VGTA) 
addressed the impor¬ 
tance of engaging with 
business in partnership, 
so that we can provide 
the right support when it 
is needed, using the 
levers of government to 
respond. 

The First Minister, 
Rhodri Morgan, spoke 
about the 'social partner¬ 
ship' we have developed 
with business and the 
trade unions through the 
Wales-wide summits, at 
his recent Senedd lec¬ 
ture. 

In my speech at the 
Barry College event I 
said, that it is important 
reflect on how and why 
this has been successful 
and how we can ‘bottle 
it’ for future progressive 
partnership working.

CASH CRISIS FORCED 
CLOSURE OF BARRY 
CUSTODY SUITE - POLICE 


THE cash crisis at 
South Wales Police 
forced the closure of 
the custody suite at 
Barry Police 

Station, it has been 
revealed. 

A police spokesman 
said that the future of the 
suite was under review 
when the Police 
Authority’s precept was 
being set. 

As a result of a deci¬ 
sion to refuse Chief 
Constable Barbara 
Wilding all the money 
she requested and set a 
lower precept, the suite 
will be closed. 

The spokesman said 
that work costing up to 
£400,000 was needed to 
bring the cells at Barry 
up to acceptable stan¬ 
dards and that money 
was not available. 

He said that the police 
have no alternative but to 
move the prisoner han¬ 
dling services from Barry 
to a new 60-cell complex 
being built by police in 
Cardiff Bay, and due to 
open later this year. 

Police are confident 
that the new facility will 


offer a more sophisticat¬ 
ed, streamlined and effi¬ 
cient handling service for 
prisoners, but there are 
concerns about the time 
it will take police officers 
to take prisoners all the 
way to Cardiff. 

Llantwit Major Town 
Council heard recently 
that officers sometimes 
took two to three hours to 
take prisoners to Barry 
and get them checked in, 
and this period of time 
could lengthen as Cardiff 
is further away. 

This means that offi¬ 
cers are away from front 
line policing duties while 
transporting prisoners 
and then waiting to book 
them in before travelling 
back. 


There have been 
instances where towns 
like Llantwit have been 
left unpoliced for those 
periods. 

With the impending 
merger of the Vale and 
Bridgend divisions, some 
prisoners from the west¬ 
ern Vale, including 
Cowbridge, may be taken

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St Athan woman’s warning 
after vicious attacks on cats 


OWNERS in St Athan are being urged to 
keep a watch on their pets, after two cats 
belonging to a local family were attacked. 

A 15-month-old cat belonging to Michelle Inch 
and her boyfriend Sean Wilkin of Mallory Close 
was crammed into a plastic bag and then swung 
against a wall. 

The terrified black and white cat, called Moo, 
was left with brain damage and was found huddled 
up against a wall by Sean on his way to work. 

The couple are linking it to an earlier attack on 
their 10-month-old tabby called Misty, who they 
found dragging herself back home in agony with a 
broken leg and severe lacerations to another leg. 
She has now had her tail amputated and may have 
to lose one of her legs as a result of the injuries. 

“We are horrified,” said Michelle, 21, who runs a 
dog grooming and pet sitting service. 

“When Misty was injured, we assumed she had 
been run over, or had an accident, but a neighbour 
witnessed the attack on Moo although he could not 
identify the culprit. This is making us think that 
somebody is out there attacking cats. 

“The police are investigating but they are still 
gathering evidence.” 

Michelle has her main salon in Barry but was 
running the pet sitting service from home. 

She said: “I have stopped that now because I 
have no idea if I am being targeted, or if it’s a gen¬ 
eral problem. 

“I am keeping both cats in. It has been very trau¬ 
matic for them and for us.” 

The couple have paid out £1,500 in vets’ bills and 
have had to use their savings. They have a one-year 
old daughter Brooke. 

Sean is from St Athan and the couple live in one 
of the old RAF houses, which they have since pur¬ 
chased. Michelle, who is qualified in pet and animal 
care, is from Barry. 

She urged anyone with information, or whose cat 


has been attacked, to contact local police. 

A police spokesman confirmed that the incidents 
had been reported to them and were under investi¬ 
gation. 

He said that anyone with information should con¬ 
tact Llantwit Major police station on 01656 869447. 

A spokesman for the RSPCA commented that 
these were “appalling incidents” and urged cat own¬ 
ers, in particular those in St Athan, to be on their 
guard. 

“It is unbelievable that people would commit 
such acts of cruelty on innocent pets. As a charity, 
we regularly prosecute those responsible for inflict¬ 
ing pain and suffering on animals. 

“In this case, police are involved and I would 
urge anyone with information about the culprits to 
contact them,” the spokesman added.

Conman ‘fleeced’ widow (75) 


A BARRY conman who 
tricked a widow out of her 
life savings has been jailed 
for three and a half years 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Kevin Strongman, 55, posed as 
a friend to 75-year-old Myra 
Walton before “systematically 
fleecing” her of nearly £20,000. 

The court heard that Mrs 
Walton has been devastated by 
the theft - and it makes her “ill, 
tearful and upset” to talk about it. 

Strongman had been known to 
her family for years and she 
believed him to be kind and gen¬ 
erous, but he hid the fact that he 
had previous convictions for 
obtaining property by deception 
and forgery. 

Mrs Walton - who was 
described as vulnerable - later 
told the police: “I never want to 
see him again.” 

Prosecutor Steve Harmes said 
Strongman had been a family 


friend for many years and Mrs 
Walton had even been on holiday 
with him and his relations. 

However, after going into a 
care home two years ago, Mrs 
Walton placed her finances in his 
hands. 

Strongman then repeatedly 
stole from her accounts - but it 
was not discovered until unpaid 
gas and electricity bills arrived at 
her care home. 

Jonathan Brierly, representing 
Strongman, said: “He is deeply 
ashamed. There is very little to 
mitigate the facts.” 

He said Strongman had finan¬ 
cial difficulties, gambled and lost 
control. 

He said he was 70 per cent dis¬ 
abled, had had 17 operations on 
his spine and took 100 prescribed 
painkillers a day. 

Mr Brierly said: “That is 
something horrific and it could 
have affected his moral sense. 

“He is a man of straw and 


wants to repay each and every 
penny.” 

Strongman, of Field View 
Road, Barry, was jailed for three 
and a half years after admitting 
theft and fraud. 

Judge David Wynn Morgan 
said he had “systematically 
fleeced” her accounts with 
Barclays, the Post Office, and 
Nationwide building society. 

The judge told him: “This sen¬ 
tence reflects the public’s disgust 
of the meanness of your offences. 

“You assumed responsibility 
for the management of her finan¬ 
cial affairs. 

“At 75, she had no close fami¬ 
ly and trusted you. 

“She now cannot look forward 
to a comfortable retirement to 
which she was entitled, and will 
become a person whom the tax¬ 
payer will have to support.” 


Rhoose woman’s ‘priority’ 
plea for needs of disabled 


A RHOOSE 
woman has called 
on the Vale 
Council to 

respond to 

requests for help 
by disabled people 
as a matter of pri¬ 
ority. 

Rhian Edwards, 
aged 28, suffers from a 
rare skin condition 
and limited mobility, 
and is helped in her 
daily routine by a 
carer. 

She told The GEM: 
“I have a cupboard 
outside my flat which 
houses my rubbish. 

“The top hinge has 
gone and when it is 
opened it comes down 
with a hell of a force. 

“Because it is so 
heavy, health and safe¬ 
ty dictates that it can't 
be opened.” 

The idea is that the 
rubbish is stored in the 
cupboard until the day 
of collection, and then 
Rhian's carer can put 
it out. 

With the cupboard 
out of action, Rhian is 
storing the rubbish in 
the hallway. 

“It is not nice 


breathing in the smell. 

“When I phoned up 
the council to help 
they didn’t seem to 
care. 

“The man on the 
phone got shirty with 
me and so did a 
woman. 

“My carer spoke to 
them and got the same 
response. 

“Last week, they 
were due to turn up on 
the Tuesday, but did¬ 
n’t come. Finally on

Friday a man came, 
but it was just to do a 
report, so I’m wonder¬ 
ing how long it will 
take to sort out.” 

So far Rhian has 
had the problem for 
three weeks. 

In 2005, Rhian’s

SEARCHING FOR THOSE 
LOST COMPUTER FILES 


KEVIN packed a 
lot into his recent

System Restore was 
one topic and Kevin 
made several points to 
eliminate any confusion 
about what it does.

If these set¬ 
tings are changed by, 
say, installing a new pro¬ 
gramme, then you may 
well not know what 
changes have been made 
in the background. 

If everything contin¬ 
ues to work well, you 
have no problem. 
Occasionally, however, 
things can go haywire 
and you tear out your 
hair. System Restore 
enables you to turn the 
clock back to an earlier 
time when everything 
was behaving. For this, 
you will need to have 
System Restore Points.

whenever you install 
new software, or at a 
time of your choosing, 
System Restore makes a 
note of settings and 
saves them in a dated 
file. To create a System 
Restore point, click on 
the desktop and press FI 
for Help and Support 
Centre. 

Under ‘Pick a Task’ 
click on ‘Undo changes 
with System Restore’ 
and follow the instruc¬ 
tions in the dialogue box 
to say if you want to cre¬ 
ate a new one, or restore 
an existing one. The cal¬ 
endar will show in bold 
the dates for which a 
restore point exists. 

You can go back to a 
time before the problem 
arose and use a restore 
point that pre-dates the 
problem. Note that only 
system files are affected 
- no alterations will be 
made to any of your data 
files and you will not 
lose any saved edits to 
documents. 

Kevin then reviewed 
the process of finding 
files. 

Windows has a very 
powerful Search facility 
to find it. In XP it is at 
Start > Search and the 
search starts on request. 
In Vista it is at the bot¬ 
tom of the main menu 
and runs the moment 
you start typing, but you 
will have to go to the 
advanced options to 
refine the search criteria. 

Searches results are 
improved by the use of 
‘wild cards’ in the infor¬ 
mation you provide. 
There are only two. A 
question mark (?) stands 
for any single character 
at that location. An 
asterisk (*) stands for 
any number of charac¬ 
ters at that location. 


(Don’t type the brack¬ 
ets.) 

The power of the wild 
cards depends upon how 
well they are used to 
indicate what you are 
looking for. The more 
information given to 
identify the file being 
sought, the more likely it 
will be found. 

If in doubt about any 
part of the file name, use 
the wild cards and iden¬ 
tify only the characters 
about which you are 
sure. The more accurate 
and specific you can be, 
the fewer results will be 
returned among which 
will be your target. 

File names have three 
components: the file¬ 
name; a dot and an 
extension usually of 
three letters (Word 2007 
now uses four letters 
(*.docx)). The filename 
is created by you to 
identify the file to your¬ 
self. 

The extension is nor¬ 
mally supplied by the 
software and used to 
identify the type of file 
to the computer so that it 
knows which pro¬ 
gramme to use to open 
it. The essential ‘dot’ is a 
mark to separate the 
other two elements. 

If you know the exact 
filename, then you will 
get only that file togeth¬ 
er with it full location 
information. (You might 
get more if files with the 
same name are stored in 
other folders as well.) 
Other examples are: 

*.* will return every 
file. (Don’t do it - it’s 
pointless!) 

a*.* will return all 
filenames starting with 
the letter ‘a’. 

a*.doc will return a 
shorter list of Word doc¬ 
uments. 

*a.doc will return all 


Word filenames ending 
in ‘a’. 

c*s.doc will return all 
Word filenames that 
begin with ‘c’ and end 
with ‘s’. 

???d will return any 
filename where the 4th 
letter is ‘d’. 

Make the selection to 
suit your own file-nam¬ 
ing system for best 
results. Remember that 
clicking on the column 
heading in the results 
window will order the 
results in different ways 
to make scanning long 
lists easier. 

You can also choose 
to search for a word or 
phrase within the file. It 
takes longer, but picking 
a word that you know is 
in the file will help * 
such as a person, s name. 
It is also simple to nar¬ 
row the search to a 
selected drive or a sec¬ 
tion of it (such as My 
Documents) to reduce 
the time taken. 

There are other means 
of narrowing the search. 
The search can be 
refined if you have a 
rough idea of when the 
file was created. In this 
instance it is possible to 
insert dates, so that if 
you are sure it was creat¬ 
ed last October, you can 
say so.

MP’s local survey on M4 
link was 'highly selective’ 


I WARMLY welcome John 
Smith’s announcement 
that he will publish a full 
account of his maximum 
claim for MP’s ‘Additional 
Costs Allowance’ “as soon as 
practicable”. 

Such transparency is to be 
commended. However, it is not 
his personal expenses that con¬ 
cern me as much as the MP’s 
Communications Allowance. 

Mr Smith’s attempts to sway 
the decision of the Assembly’s 
Deputy First Minister over the 
route of a possible new airport 
access road (which is none of his 
concern) by the conduct of a 
highly selective ‘survey’ which 


excluded any constituents likely 
to give him an answer he didn’t 
want to hear, was an abuse of the 
democratic process. 

His claim of “overwhelming, 
93 per cent support” for a direct 
link between the M4 and his 
cherished military academy, as 
published in The GEM last 
December, arose from his use of 
public money to print and dis¬ 
tribute 14,000 survey forms 
within a Barry area judged likely 
to provide him with the results 
he wanted - while ignoring the 
majority of his constituents in 
areas actually affected by the 
decision. 

According to his office, only 


550 forms were returned, and 
while they have the nerve to tell 
us five months later that results 
are still coming in, so far a mere 
3.5 per cent of those 14,000 peo¬ 
ple surveyed have indicated any 
support whatsoever for a direct 
link road to the M4 to serve both 
the Airport and the Defence 
Academy, as he claimed. 

Mr Smith will not, of course, 
be contesting the next election. 
We trust that it will be practica¬ 
ble to examine communications 
allowance invoices before he 
steps down.

Demand soars for 
council houses 

THE number of people waiting for a 
‘council’ house in the Vale has increased 
by almost 2,000 over the past year. 

At March 31 last year, the Vale had 4,658 people 
on its social housing waiting list but in May, just 
over 13 months later, the figure has soared to 6,353. 

Figures are rising all over the country as people 
have their homes repossessed and find themselves 
needing social housing. 

There are also increases in the number of people 
being evicted from private rented accommodation 
because of financial problems and rising unemploy¬ 
ment. 

The council has also reported a slight increase in 
people classed as homeless. Last year there were 155 
cases but this year the figure stands at 163 people 
whom the council have accepted they have a perma¬ 
nent duty to re-house. 

People are often placed in bed and breakfast 
accommodation as they wait for housing to become 
available.

Welsh councils accused 
of buying Dutch daffs! 


A MAJOR Welsh business has 
criticised Welsh councils for 
failing to support it. 

The Really Welsh company, which 
was set up in 2005, grows crops in 
Llantwit Major and other sites 
throughout the Vale and further afield. 

These include daffodils, daffodil 
bulbs, leeks and cauliflowers. 

In a letter to Llantwit Major Town 
Council, Richard Arnold said that the 
firm was established with the aim of 
bringing back leek and daffodil grow¬ 
ing to Wales, and to restore its two 
iconic, national crops to the country. 


were happy to go on purchasing from 
Holland or Cornwall. 

“Some said they never plant daf¬ 
fodils - which we found the saddest 
of all.” 

Mr Arnold said that in Wales, the 
company had some of the best land 
for growing bulbs in Europe. 

“We aim to rotate the crops respon¬ 
sibly so we will not see tired land 
producing tiny bulbs, as you do from 
other regions.” 

Mr Arnold urged Llantwit Major 
Town Council to support a local

all the daffodils sold in Wales as 
flowers or bulbs came from Cornwall, 
Lincolnshire or even Holland, with 
the leeks grown in Lincolnshire and 
N ottinghamshire. 

He went on: “It’s been an uphill 
struggle, but in 2009 we’ve achieved 
record crops of both lines and we 
now need to get retailers to stock 
them.” 

He reported that they had contacted 
a number of Welsh county councils 
and local authorities, but only four 
had agreed to buy small quantities of 
daffodils. 

He said: “In short, it was a disaster. 

“Most either never replied to our 
letters and phone calls, or said they 


Help us to get Welsh daffodils 
growing again in Wales, and help 
keep flower production where it 
should be, in Wales.” 

He added that the firm donates five 
per cent of its profits to charities and 
good causes in Wales. 

The town council agreed to buy a 
25kg sack of daffodil bulbs for £20 
and get a second one free. 

The council has never purchased 
bulbs before - it usually buys flowers 
- but these will now be planted 
around the town.

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Lili Marlene, a song that 
really has a story to tell 


A rmed 

Forces Day 
in Bridgend 
county borough 
will be marked by 
a unique event - 
the premiere of a 
new production 
tracing the history 
of the famous war¬ 
time song ‘Lili 
Marlene’. 

The show opens in 
the Grand Pavilion, 
Porthcawl, but it will 
also be performed free 
of charge in Bridgend 
Recreation Centre after 
the Veterans’ Parade on 
Armed Forces Day 
(June 27). 

The theatre group, 
Teflonstage AG, hopes 
that the Porthcawl pro¬ 
duction will raise 
money for local veter¬ 
ans. 

The show, entitled 
Lili, tells the story of 
‘Lili Marlene’ - a song 
banned by Adolf Hiter’s 
henchman, Josef 
Goebbels, which went 
on to become a world¬ 
wide hit. 

The show will be 
staged on two nights 
(June 19-20). Anthony 
Childs-Cutler, co-pro¬ 
ducer of Lili, told The 
GEM: “The response 
has been very encourag¬ 
ing, with support from 
right across the bor¬ 
ough. 

“One sponsor 
summed up support for 
this show by saying, 
‘I’m more than happy 
to do something for vet¬ 
erans after what they’ve 
done for me.’ 

“Oscar Fovarge has 
written a thought-pro¬ 
voking but also highly 
entertaining piece, and 


all involved are local.” 

Bridgend AM 
Carwyn Jones said: “It 
will always be very 
important to remember 
all those from so many 
parts of the world who 
fought in British Forces 
during the Second 
World War and other 
conflicts. I am honoured 
to give my full support 
to this event” 

Major Wayne 
Morgan MBE, the 
chairman of the 
Bridgend branch of the 
Royal British Legion 
and the Bridgend 
County Borough 
Veterans Association 
said: “The production 
of Lili during Armed 
Forces Week gives 
Bridgend a unique 
opportunity to show the 
nation its positive sup¬ 
port and huge regard for 
its veteran community”. 

Teflonstage’s produc¬ 
tion tells the remarkable 
story of ‘Lili Marlene’, 
a song instantly disliked 
by Josef Goebbels and 
other senior Nazis when 
it was first released in 
Germany just before the 
outbreak of World War 
II. 

Played in error three 
years later by German 
Forces Radio Belgrade, 
the banned song 
became such an instant 
hit with soldiers in the 
field that Field Marshal 
Rommel demanded it 
be played before sign- 
off every night. 

The singer, Lale 
Andersen, went from 
little-known cabaret 
singer to overnight sen¬ 
sation. 

Author Oscar 
Fovarges says: “The 
song portrayed every¬ 
thing that the Nazis dis¬ 
liked and everything the 


common soldier and his 
loved ones craved. The 
story of ‘Lili Marlene’ 
demonstrates that even 
the most callous leaders 
could not quell the 
common humanity of 
their citizens. 

“Soldiers, their 
sweethearts and moth¬ 
ers wrote in their mil¬ 
lions to Lale Andersen 
to express their grati¬ 
tude. Many of the let¬ 
ters were addressed 
quite simply to ‘Lili 
Marlene’, c/o Radio 
Belgrade”. 

British frontline sol¬ 
diers in North Africa 
heard the haunting tune 
and even crept up on 
enemy positions to hear 
it all the better. In the 
ebb and flow of the 
desert campaign cap¬ 
tured copies of the 
recording became valu¬ 
able items. 

When members of 
the Eighth Army sang 
the song - in German! - 
while on leave in the 
UK, members of the 
public objected, only to 
be told by the soldiers 
that this was their song, 
they’d earned it the 
hard way, and they’d 
sing any song in any 
language they pleased. 

The Dance Music 
Policy Committee was 
then called upon to to 
decide whether the 
British government 
would ban the song or 
co-opt it. There were by 
this time so many sol¬ 
diers’ versions current 
that banning it would 
have been a lost cause. 

Meanwhile back in 
Germany, the original 
singer Lale Andersen 
incurred Goebbels’ 
wrath by refusing to 
sing the song with dif¬ 
ferent lyrics for propa- 
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ganda purposes. 

She also refused to 
entertain in the Warsaw 
Ghetto and refused to 
cut links with her 
Jewish friends abroad. 
Goebbels banned her 
public performances 
and placed her under 
house arrest. 

Carmen-Litta 
Andersen, Lale 
Andersen’s daughter 
and best-selling biogra¬ 
pher of her mother, has 
sent messages of sup¬ 
port from Canada to the 
veterans of the 
Bridgend area and to 
the cast of the show. 

She said: “My moth¬ 
er always believed that 
British radio broadcasts 
saved my mother’s life. 
They claimed that my 
mother had been sent to 
a camp or committed 
suicide. Goebbels was 
then obliged to keep her 
alive.” 

Lili also recounts the 
stories of other famous 
singers of the time who 
sang English versions 
of ‘Lili Marlene’ as well 
as other hits of the peri¬ 
od. Stage portraits 
include Vera Lynn, 
Marlene Dietrich, Anne 
Shelton and Zarah 
Leander. 

However, as Anthony 
Childs-Cutler states: 
“One of these divas was 
a spy, and possibly a 
double agent. But we 
don’t want to ruin the 
suspense. If anyone 
wants to know who it is 
they should come and 
see the show.”

Bryn inspires Natalya in her 
bid to bring Cardiff Singer of 
the World title home to Wales 


W HEN soloists from 25 nations 
take to the stage in the presti¬ 
gious Cardiff Singer of the 
World competition, which starts on June 
6, flying the flag for Wales will be 
Natalya Romaniw - following in the foot¬ 
steps of her illustrious compatriot Bryn 
Terfel, in more ways than one. 

For the young Swansea student will face the 
daunting challenge straight from studies at the 
Guildhall School of Music and Drama, as did oper¬ 
atic superstar Bryn 20 years ago. 

Though he narrowly missed out on the overall 
crown in an epic vocal tussle with Russian baritone 
rival, Dmitri Hvorostovsky, the judges awarded him 
the coveted Lieder Prize (now renamed the Song 
Prize). 

The Welsh star took time out during rehearsals at 
the Royal Opera House, Covent Garden to recall 
the occasion and give Natalya some useful tips 
when facing the judges. 

He told her: “Remember that your performance 
starts the moment you walk on to that stage, so 
have a big smile on your face - and, above all, 
keep hydrated. 

“You will be doing so many rehearsals, inter¬ 
views, and then the performances. Just keep on 
drinking water; keep it in your bag and drink it 
whenever you can. 

“I had never won anything at college,” Bryn 
recalled. “But then I won the Gold Medal there! 
Cardiff Singer of the World was the first time I had 
sung with an orchestra.” 

Natalya stakes her claim for the title of BBC 
Cardiff Singer of the World at St David’s Hall on 
Wednesday, June 10. The final is at the same venue 
on Sunday, June 14. 

She is also one of those bidding for the BBC 
Cardiff Singer of the World Song Prize at the New 
Theatre, with that final taking place at St David’s 
Hall on Saturday, June 13.

YOU’LL WANT TO SPEND THE 
NIGHT IN THIS MUSEUM! 


G iven Ben 
Stiller’s 
predilection 
for ‘grown-up’ 
comedy in the likes 
of Tropic Thunder , 
Starsky and Hutch 
and Dodgeball , his 
recent output has 
seen move into 
more child-friendly 
waters in the likes 
of animated film 
Madagascar and its 
sequel, and Night At 
The Museum , the 
follow-up of which, 
subtitled Battle of 
the Smithsonian, is 
his latest. 

Stiller reprises his role 
as night museum guard 
Larry, who is forced to 
infiltrate the titular 
Washington museum to 
rescue the Natural 
History museum dis¬ 
plays - who have been 
moved as part of an 
overhaul of their present 
home. 

Forced to call upon 
the help of the displays 
that came to life in the 
last film, along with 
many new ones, Larry 
faces a race against time 
when one of the 
Smithsonian displays - 
the evil Egyptian prince 
Kahmunrah (Hank 
Azaria) - sets his sights 


on the tableau that 
brings the exhibits to 
life... 

As far as sequels go, 
the decision to make one 
for Night At The 
Museum seemed to be 
based on financial, 
rather than creative, rea¬ 
sons. After all, the origi¬ 
nal was a serviceable, 
undemanding film that 
offered spectacle and 
laughs for the younger 
viewer, but didn’t really 
satisfy the older cinema- 
goer. 

Given that this sequel 
appeared to be offering 
more of the same, it 
wasn’t the most highly 
anticipated of releases, 
yet remarkably, Battle of 
the Smithsonian is a 
marked improvement on 
its predecessor and 
makes for an all round 
entertaining watch. 

What makes it superi¬ 
or to the first film is the 
decision to ramp up the 
comedic aspect of the 
film and not pander to 
its younger audience. 
Certainly there are 
touches that pay mind to 
them, the inclusion of 
the Jonas brothers as 
singing cherubs for 
example, but the onus is 
on getting humour from 
the actors first and fore¬ 
most. 

Reading like a who’s- 
who of comic actors, the 


cast certainly don’t lack 
experience in comedic 
roles and deliver per¬ 
formances ranging from 
the sublime to the good. 
Ben Stiller may have to 
play more of a straight 
man than usual here, 
helping to set up the 
laughs rather than exe¬ 
cuting them, but he still 
offers a decent perform¬ 
ance. 

The script may not 
give him much to go on, 
but his chemistry with 
the rest of the cast 
means he makes a satis¬ 
factory lead, sparking 
with the likes of Owen 
Wilson, Steve Coogan 
and Robin Williams. 

The best two perform¬ 
ances come from new¬ 
comers to the Museum, 
in Amy Adams and 
Hank Azaria. The latter, 
whose vocal work on 
The Simpsons has been 
consistently top drawer, 
is to my mind a hugely 
underrated comedic per¬ 
former, and he shows 
here just how good he is, 
tucking into the role of 
Kahmunrah with zealous 
relish. 

Playing for laughs 
rather than any real vil¬ 
lainy, he takes great 
delight in playing the 
bad guy as a pantomime 
villain, his lisping voice 
and demand to be taken 
seriously adding to the 


comedy. 

As Amelia Earhart, 
Amy Adams is the equal 
of Azaria’s performance, 
delivering a turn that is 
full of verve and spark, 
while never overplaying 
it. The skilled actress 
fills her performance 
with sassy dialogue and 
‘have-a-go’ spirit that 
adds life to the film. 

Sparking nicely with 
Stiller, it is her lively 
performance, along with 
Azaria’s, that really 
highights the difference 
between this film and 
the last one; the same 
spectacle, but allied with 
genuinely funny per¬ 
formances and touches. 

The script, by Robert 
Ben Garant and Thomas 
Lennon, also addresses 
that issue, swapping the 
heist-like story in the 
first film for a more 
straightforward rescue 
mission - albeit with a 
difference - that is much 
more satisfying. 

By concentrating on 
the characters that 
worked in the original, 
and casting those that 
didn’t to the background 
(farewell Attila the 
Hun), they work up 
something that increases 
the enjoyment and gets 
rid of the deadwood. 

The third act moralis¬ 
ing may feel a touch 
tacked on, but then 


given the target audi¬ 
ence, it is merely a nec¬ 
essary evil rather than 
there for the sake of it. 

Having directed the 
interminable likes of 
Cheaper By The Dozen, 
Just Married and The 
Pink Panther, Shawn 
Levy’s directorial abili¬ 
ties come under a high 
level of scrutiny, and he 
offers up little here that 
will see his stock rise 
upwards. While he 
doesn’t disgrace himself 
to the level of those pre¬ 
viously mentioned films, 
there is little in his direc¬ 
tion that really stands 
out. 

The film is well shot 
and the few moments of 
action are assembled 
with almost cookie cut¬ 
ter precision, yet Levy 
seems happy enough to 
rely on the abilities of 
his cast rather than 
attempt to imbue the 
film with any personali¬ 
ty, the result being a 
decently directed film 
rather than a great one; 
however, the strong cast 
see it through, delivering

The initial exchanges 
revealed the class of the 
English team as they put 
together a series of 
sweeping moves to 
threaten the Cowbridge 
line. 

However, the ‘blitz’

AFTER dry days for 
both the Senior Cup 
Final and the Senior 
championships, the

Sam Bunkham took 
the triple jump with a 
best of 12.03 metres, 
while in a shot competi¬
